He 
described it as a vegetable organism 
shaped like the letter S.

These organisms are not found in 


the cancer tissue Itself but in the 
tissues around the cancer. 
In fact 


these organisms are rapidly destroy- 
ed In the cancer tissue proper.

ments made by this research man, 
D'r. Schumacher, that are worthy ot 
our attention.

occur only In those predisposed to it, 
but this predisposition only develop- 
ed with advancing age.

older the lymphatic glands

to

Now as cancer rarely starts before 


Forty years of -age, and the average 
age of cancer cases 'run about sixty, 
it would appear as if this research 
man may be on the right track. 


If he is, then it may mean that 


the day will come when methods ot 
assisting the digestion of these fatty 
albumens will be attained, and thus 
cancer be prevented. 


It is said that cancer is not.hered- 


tary, but there can be no question 
but that the tendency toward it runs 
n families. Just as do other traits 
knd tendencies. 


It this then is found to be the true 


cause'of cancer it would mean that 
diet, the proper kind lor this partic- 
ular type of individual, will be the 
big factor in the treatment. This 
may b« helped somewhat by some 
digestant.

And BO Just as tuberculosis is not 


considered hereditary anymore, nev- 
ertheless the children of tuberculosis 
parents are placed in preventoriuma 
with splendid results, it may be pos- 
sible that the same methods will be 
used in families predisposed to can- 
cer, when the members thereof reach 
middle age. 
Now whether or not this research 


man has found the cause ot cancer, 
be has <n any case brought home 
some points that appeal to our com- 
mon sense.

nt a temperature of l,800."to 1,900 de- 
grees F. Then the glasses that have 
been roughly shaped in the molding 
ovens are placed in a glass-fired lehr 
at a temperature of 1,000 degrees F. 
Mere they move about on an endless 
belt, which mores so slowly that no 
motion IB perceptible. 


The lenses then are ready , to be 


ground, and^tne fineness of this work 
may be ascertained when one realizes 
that the maximum variation allowed 
Is one-quarter of one-thousandth of an 
Inch.

On June 14, 1710, attended by a 


Beet and army, Major General Rob- 
ert Hunter armed 
at New York, 


bearing the commission of governor, 
and was Inaugurated with usual cere- 
monies. 


A natlre of Scotland, Hunter first 


entered upon the business of lite as 
apprentice to an apothecary; 
but 


rannlnf away from his master, ne 
enlisted to the army fcs a common 
soldier, nerving under William III., 
and tbe Dake ot Marlboroufh In Bel- 
glum. and rose to be major gwtral. 
His fine Utlents, handsome person 
and graceful address, won for him 
the frieldshlp of Dean Swift, Addlson 
Steele and others, also the hand of 
Uady EUtab*ih Hay, daughter and 
helresa ot Sir Thomas Arby, and 
widow of Lord John Hay. 


Hnater was not only a soldier and

Haat- 
er waa appointed governor ot Vir- 
ginia. tat oa tbe Toyage thither waa 
captured by a French privateer, aad 
carried Into France, where he re- 
malaetf a captive two years, whea he 
waa enchaaged for the Bishop ol 
Qaebec.

At this time there was a brisk 


slave-trade carried on at New Tork, 
Newport and Boston. The slaves In 
New York were held In most abject 
bondage, and the masters were for- 
bidden by law to set them free. In 
1709 a slave market vaa establish- 
ed at the foot of Wall street, where 
they were sold and hired. 


But the negro uprising was only 


one of the many difficulties which 
constantly confronted the able and 
scholarly Hunter. When he met his 
first assembly In September, 1710. 
he followed out instructions similar 
to those given to. his predecessor, 
hut he found himself threatened by 
controversy in relation to permanent 
revenue. w,hlch he only avoided by a 
prorogation of the house until the 
following spring. 


In addition to his own financial 


trouble, the authorities further har- 
assed him by refusing to pay his bills 
Incnred In behalf of the Palatines 
He found even a worse condition la 
New Jersey, of which province "he 
was also governor. 


Bnt to add to these dlncnltte* re- 


ligions dissensions soon broke ont. 
and Hunter was reported to be lake 
warm toward the Established Church. 
la the spring of 1711 his atten- 


tion was called to a matter of grav- 
er Importance, 
when the ministry 


bad determined to attempt once more 
to Invade Canada. 
Colonel Nichol- 


son made a blood lew acquisition of 
Acadla. In the meantime 1.560 pro- 
vincial militia and 800 Indians, were 
aasembled at Albany, preparatory to 
an attack on Montreal. Bat. as as- 
ual, tke cooperative toet failed to 
arrive nntll too late to be effective. 
The shameful fallare of this expedi- 
ttaa was particularly unfortunate.

Growers Report Averac« Patr of 


Bloom About Ten Day* Law Tha« 
La*t -Vcur—Condition* Throttfh- 
out, Unlwa 8Utw Better. 
Although retarded by low temper- 


atures and about ten days behind last 
year, fruit blossomed well and pros- 
pects are reasonably good. Commer- 
cial growers reported the average 
date of fall bloom on apples as June 
3 In the Lake Ontario region and 
May 23 In the Hudson valley. These 
dates are about ten days later than 
last year. A similar condition pre- 
vails with all the other tree fruits, 
according to the state-federal crop 
report for June Issued from the New 
York State Department of Farms and 
Markets. 


Apples, with Baldwins relatively 


light and early varieties heavy, show- 
ed 80 per cent of full bloom com- 
pared with'72 per cent ot full bloom 
last year. It was heavier in the Hud- 
BOD valley than in western New York. 
Because of the cold weather with the 
consequent lack of activity of in- 
sects, some question has arisen as to 
whether pollination /was adequate. 
WTiile the June 1 condition of S3 is 
higher than last year and the aver- 
age, the late date of blooming throws 
off the comparability and It is too 
early in the season to make a fore- 
cast ot production. 


Conditions for the United States 
a whole were much better than 


last year and were well above aver- 
age on June 1. Virginia and Penn- 
sylvania apparently have much bet- 
ter prospects than last year, while 
Washington ~ls 
somewhat 
better 


though below average. 


The striking fact of the peach sit- 


uation is the greatly increased crops 
in Georgia and California, due in 
part to new trees coming into bear- 
ing in large numbers. 
All the nor- 


thern peach states now show better 
than average condition. 


In New York the early peacli fore- 


cast of 2,357.000 bushels compares 
with the harvest of -1,920.000 bush- 
els last year and 2,180,000. the 5- 
year average. 
Many young trees 


have suffered winter injury at the 
base of the trees and are dying. 


The United States peach condition 


indicates a crop of 58.640.000 bush- 
els compared with 46,565,000 bush- 
els last year. 


Although below last year, pears 


in New York promise better 
than 


average production. 
Practically all 


other states appear to be better than 
last year. 


The condition reports on plums 


and 
prunes 
in New 
York 
was 


87 per cent this year and 66 per 
cent last year; on sour cherries, 82 
per cent, this year and 77 per cent 
last year, and on sweet cherries, S7 
and 77.

Physicians 
today do not like to use the word In- 
sanity, on account of the difficulty of 
defining It. Sanity is a social concept 
A sane person Is willing to co-operate 


1th other people in the affairs of 


life, and has confidence in others In 
varying 
degrees, as his judgment 


guides him. He has a direction of 
movement and purpose which he Is 
able to control. 
' 


Insanity is the reverse of this. Yet 


It Is ewsily seen from this definition 
that a perfectly sane person can be 
violently insane for a minute, five min- 
utes, or half an hour. By the excess 
of his emotions he can be cut oft lor 
the time being from rational Judgment 
of anything or co-operation with any- 
body, and from any sense of ordered 
direction of his actions. But sooner 
or later his reason reasserts Itself, and 
In repeated circumstances of the same 
sort Is likely to be on its guard. In- 
sane people have periodic or perma- 
nent inability to overcome their emo- 
tions.

At Rock Falls, near Sterling, 111.,
